The National Co mnMsion on Libraries ahd Information Scieneer 
(NCJjIS) was created in 1970 by Public Law 91-845 as' a permanent* ' 
independent Federal a^ncy within the Executive Branch, The 
charge to the Comihfision contained in that law is, to develop and 
T^onunend to the Congresi and the President plana for the proviiion 
of library^%nd information servicei and for the coordination of ac- 
tiyities at the PederaU stat^, and local levels necessary to meet the 
library and information i\eeds of ^the nation more effectively. The

'One of the most important responsibilities of the-Conimission dur- 
ing the next two years is its CQordination and mariagei^fnt of the 
White House Sonference on Libr^ary and Information Services. The 
Conferancirto be held in the fall of 1979* will provide a|unique oppor- 
,tunity to secure a renewed sense direction fr6m the citizenfy for 
the delivery of torary and information services at all levels.' A sub- 
stantial undertaking will be to assist delegates in' obtaining this naw 
sense of Hirection,/The Coirference must crystallize an awareness of 
naajdr trends in "Our. society generally arid provide a means thnough 
vijich the delegates may clearly fore see. both the developing role of 
librSmes and the importance of information services. Only through an 
jUnderltahdiog of the nation's pressing information needs can th'e 
shape of new*' services to fill those needs emerge. Undoubtedly the 
Conference will prdVide niew direction for^e Comftiission as welfand 
wilrgiye^riew focus to apeqific implementatiorfe^pjans which deserve 
greater emphasis.. 

'Origlnsof the Conference ^ ' 

The idea of holding the White House Conference was first pro- 
^pdsed m^l95^ Greenfield, Massa- 



chusettt, made the proposal to^the American Library Trustee Associ- 
ations aldiyision of the Anferican Library Association. Widespread 
public steppprt for the idea resulted in Congressional passage of a 
joint resolution in December 1974, which was signed into Public Law 
;93-568 by President Ford on December 31, 1974. In May 1977, Presi^ 
dent Carter signed the FY 1977 supplemental budget request that 
provided a $3t5 million appropriation for the Conference itself. 

Presidential Support 

Four of our Presidents have given support to the concept of the 
White House Conference. Presidents Lyndon Johnsdn* RicH^rd 
Nixon, Gerald^ Ford, and Jimmy Carter have all made public state- 
nnents encouraging the Conference to closely assess the present%nd 
future needs of the people with respect to libraries and information 
services. 

In August 1976, Presidential Candidate Jimmy Carter issued a 
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campaign statement on the White House Conference which said^ in 

**If are to succeed in developing libraries to their full 
service potential, we must have the interest and participa- 
tion of large numbers of the American public. This Confer= J 
ence should be the culmination of an extensive process of 
citizen in»volVement in library policyi making its beginning 
at the gtass-Mots/ . V the state cdnferences 

can be pooled ai the White House Coqf^ence. We will then 
have a sound foundation upon^^which to devise complemen- 
tary localt state and Federal plans for library and informa- 
tion services in the decade ahead." 

The Conference mak^ its final report and Tecommendationis to the 
Prdesident, and his continuing support is crucial to its ultimate^ 
success. 

The Conference Goal ^ 



Public Law 93=568 sets 'forth the tollowing goa^ for the White 
House Conference* "To develop recommendations for thejurther im- 
provfement of the Nation's libraries and information centers and their 
use by the public" consistent with seven"consi|erations set forth in 
the law: \ 

1, "Access to information and ideas i§ indispejisable to the develop- 
ment of human potential, the advancement of civihzaUon, and the , 
continuance of enlightened self- government 

2, "The preservation and the dissemination of inforniation and ideas 
are the priniary purpose and function of libraries and Information 
centers.

3. "The growth and augmentation of'the Nation's libraries and in= 
formation centers are essential if all Americans art to have rea- 
sonable access to adequate^ervices of libraries information 
centers. ^ 

4. "New achievements in technology offer a potential for enabling 
libraries and information centers to serve the public more fully* 
expeditiously, and economically. 

5. "Maximum realization of the potential inherent in the use 6f ad- 
vanced technology by libraries and information centers requires 
cooperation through planning for, and coordination of, the serv 
ices of libraries and information centers. 

6, "The National Commission on Libraries and Information Science 
is developing plans for meeting national needs for library and in= 
formation services and for coordinating activities to meet those 
needs. ^ 
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,7, "productive recommendations for expanding acc#sa to libraries 
* and. information centers' will, require , public understanding and 
support as well as that of public and private libraries and informa- 
tibn centejrs." ' , ^ ^

spectrum of Awipricans ih the White House ConferSnce, the law pro-

mo^t Reservations* ind,the Bl^rlct of Colunyipia each conduct a pre- 
W^ite Hquse Gonference to dev^op issues an^ select delegates to the 
National Conference. Two-third%of the participants at the state an^ 
territorial -conferences and at th A White pouse Conference must be 
lay 'citizens-»users and pptentiaJ jusers of . lil^ary and information 
seFvices=and one-third must coipe from thewibrary and informa- 
tion science community *,^The 56& official delemtes to the.

sibilities regarding the White House Conference/ Public Law 93-568 
authorized the establishment of a 28-member Adyisory Committee, 
Memberl are appointed by the President, the President Pro Tem- 
pore of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and 
theXhairma^ of the NCLIS. The Advisory Committee is composed of 
busini^s, professional* civic and governmetit leaders. 

Duritig the year* the Advisory Committee met three times. Sub- 
committees have been formed to consider particular aspects of the 
conference. These include^ubcommlttees for Public Information, for ' 
Special CoristituencieSi for ' State/Territorial matters, and for 
Issues. A listing of the members of the Advisory Committee may be 
found in Appendix IVA. ' 

State and Territorial Pre-Conferences 

A key element in* the White House Conference process is the series 
of pre-conferences held in states and territories across the nation. 
Through these pre-conferences^ the great diversity of advice and 
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thinking ttet beginf at the pasi-roots can be incorporated into the 
deliberations o^tTie Conference JtselL As of Septegiber 30, 1978, 
eightee^ state Ind territorial conferences had been held. The first 
was held in the state of Georgia in mid Septefnber 1977,,^venteen 
more occurred during the current Fiscal Year, and a fiqal thirty nine 
will be held between October 1, 1978 and April 30, 1979, The planning^ 
and conducting of each pre=conferf nee is the responsibility /of the 
respective state and territorial library agency, but very extensive 
technical assistance and support is provided to each agency by 
WHCLIS staff members ex^icitly assigned to particular state con- 
ference plSpning activities. The conference staff has diligently 
prepared a set of a^isory memoranrfa to assist in almost every ^ 
aspect of pre conference planning. Such topics as public relations, ar- 
rangements, delegate selection, and preparation of final f eports have 
all been covered in much detail. These meinoranda help to provide 
broader consistency and to give a welcome boost to the planning 
process. ^ 

While the primary product of a pre cuniurcncc i5 usually a sci ut 
resolutions for consideration at the Whit^^ tiouse Conference, the 
pre-conferences have often had a direct and 'beneficial effect on the 
states themselves. Katiorial planning of library programs at the state 
level has been significantly enhanced as a by-product of the pre- 
conference activity. A^omplete list of the pre conferences and Lneir 
dates can be found in Appendix III^, 

Theme Conferences 

Three-"theme conferences" h^ve also been planned to iJurther 
^ assist the delegates in understanding issue^at the Conference itself. 
^The first of the^ theme conferfnces^a come^ence on funding^ has 
already occur|^ed. This conferenGaJooked at Federal funding patterns 
and priorities for library and information services as thay relate to 
trends in Federal, state, and loca^ funding generally. It was perhaps 
auspicious that the first part of this conference was field during the 
same week as the passage in California of Proposftion 13, Sirjce much 
of the present fun^^g for public libracies is derived from the proptu'- 
ty tax, this matter was of special concerir^T wo more theme confer^ 
ences will be h^ra before the White House Conference.

V— During the year, NCLIS took further steps" to Implemeht the 
recommendations of its earlier task force on Access to Periodicals. 
The study produceJby that task force, entitled Effective Access to 
the Penodical Literature, A National Program, envisioned the estab^ 
lishment of a three-lfevel National Periodicals Systems. In this sys^ 
tern Level 1 would consist of local, state and regional library systems 
responsible for meeting a substantial portion of routine needs for 
periodicals. Level 2 would comprise a comprehensive periodicals col- 
lection dedicated for .lending an^hotocopy service to meet the 
majority of unfulfilled requests derived from tevel 1. Initially, a 
single National Periodicals Center would be developed, but experi^ 
ence and demand may wdrrant more than one. Level 8 would be cre- 
ated from existing national librarfts and other unique collections 
used to back up the first two levels. Two of the recommendations 
from the task force were that a design study of the proposed Center 
be undertaken, and that an NCLIS Advisory GomRiittee on'the entire 
system be formeA 
^ The Council on Library Resources, at the request of thi Library of 
, Congress.^has conducted the design study.^and that work has result- 
^ ed in a Achnical development plan. At about the same time, NCLIS 
4 ' designated an Advisory Committee on the National Periodicals 
System. Among othft things, this Committee wiU revieW the techni- 
cal development plan and give its advice to the Commission. The 
members of this Committee are listed in Appendix IVB. - 

Library of Congress National Data Base Profit 

The Commission continued its sponsorship of a study! which is be- 
ing carried out at the Library of Congress, concerned with the design 
of a n^ional data base configuration for bibli%raphic information. A 
parti^larly important aspect of this study is that ifr^ocuses on the 
provision of authority control systems across institutional bounds 
arieA^Ph^bibliographic control systemj used in our nation's libraries 
are many and varied. If a comprehensive approach to using the valu- 
able cataloging data developed as part of each system is ever to 
become a reality, many questions must 'be resolved regarding the 
compatibility of these disparate schemes. Some of the background 
taslcs underway as part of this study arei

Eventuany* as a resalt of this and similar studies, it should be possi= 
ble to distribute some orf the responsibilities for authority control to 
many different agencies participating in the construction pf a widely 
distributed bibliographic data base.

I eCies involved with libraries and information services. Aside from the 
fact that the Librarjan of Congress serves as a member of the Com- 
mission, a number or NCLIS activities have involved a strong work- 
ing relationship with the Network Development Office at the Library 
of Congress. Another active and contifluing relationship is with the 
Office of Librarief'and Learning Resources (OLLR) of t^4J.S. Office 

vof Education (USOE). At a meeting of the Commission during the 
past yeart the Director of OLLR briefed the Commissioners and ex- 
changed ideas on the programs now administered by the Office. As 
has Been noted elsewhere in this report, support for standardisation 
efforts has been jointly coordinated with the National Science Foun- 
dation (NSF), Continuing staff contact is fflso maintained at appro- 
priate levels with staff of the National Endowment for the Human- 
ities (NEH), the Federal Library Committee (FLQ), the Federal 
Interagency Committee on Education (FICE), and the National Tele- 

^i£ommunications and Information Administration (NTIA) of the 
Department of Commerce. 

Beyond this, joint support has been continued on behalf of the 
Committee for the Coordination of National fflbliQgraphic Control 
(CCNBC) together with the Counqil on Library Resources (CLR) and 
NSF, And during this year the Commissipn undertook to strengthen 
its relation with the Inter national Federation of Library Associations 
(IFLA) by supporting the establishment of its office on Universal 
Availabili^ of Publications (UAP). The UAP office will greatly 
enhance the quality of information lervices in underdeveloped

. The Oommission continued as well to maintain official liaison with 
most of the major professionaLsocietie| in the library and informa-

Undoubtedly the most Mportant of these^ 
will be final preparations for the White House Conference. The Con-

The Con^ 
ference will identify some very important policy alternatives for con^ 
sideration by the President and subsequently by the CongreiS. The 
Commission intends to ensure that the Conll'rence is ft complete 
success. ^ % 

i^-=rhe Conference will be both a beginning and an end. It will mark 

" the end of the careful process of gathering constructive new ideas 
from citizens throughout the counttry, but it will mark the very im- 
portant beginning of ah endeavor to implement those ideas. What 
will emerge will no doubt shape libraFy and informatioii services in a 
more effective way for years to come. The Commission looks forward 
to active participation in that crucial implemeotation process fts well 
In addition to its White House Conference work, the Commission 
will proceed with its regular activities. These will include tKe 
establishment of new task forces to look at some problem's pf particu^ 
lar importance. The first of these will be a Task Force on Public/ 
Private Sector Relations which* among pther things, will explore the 

. delicate and sometimes fragile interaction between the government 
and^4he private sector" as It relates to information production and 
dissemination practices. A task force on Access to Monographs is also 
fexpected to be active during the coming year. The work of this task 
force will parallel work done by the previous task force on Access to 
Periodicals and will scrutinize the kinds of access mechanisms that 
might bedepjoyed to make access to monographic material more effi- 
cient and reliable. 
Besides these very direct responslbiUties, the Commission ^ w be 

engaged ^t the policy level in a great number of information related 
areas as they arise. Some topics that are sure to gain the Commis- 
sion's attention during the coming year are: evolving plans for the 
National Periodicals Center, plans for the five-year review of the 
fiopyright Act of 1976, the rewrite of the Communications Act^of 
1934, and revision of Title 44 of the United States* Code, which 
establishes Federal Government printing policy and the depository 
library system.

Since 1956; with the passage of the Library Services Act, the Federal 
Government has provided funds for new services, library training 
and rqgearchj new; building constructionj aid to special groups, and 
interlibrary cooperation, In 1973 the Administration recommended 
the substitution of- revenue sharing for categorical Federal grant pro- 
grams. The preponderance of testimony to the Commission says that 
revenue sharing is not working for libtaries. Recent actions by Con- 
gress have restored appropriations for manyscategorical aid programs, 
but, ^ despite the proposed Library Partnership Act, the threat of 
diicoifitinuance of those prop-ams persists. Meanwhilej the Cammis- 
sion bsHeves that thtf ^^jf^rican public has not only accepted the prin- 
ciple of Federal funding for libraries ^ but has also equated it with Fed- 
eral responsibility for education. 

— It is premature to stipulate criteria for requesting finan'oial assist- 
ance from the Federal Qoverriment under the national program, but 
suggestions are herewith put forward for consideration. For examplej 
each institution or. agency wishing to participate in the network might

Conclusion 

The Commission believes that the country's librae and infprmatlpn 
services are not yet organized to meet the needs of the Natton as a 
whole. The Nation miist change direction by treating recorded knowl= 
edge as a national resource for the benefll of all people and the national 
welfare. The necessary changes in manpower development^ in , the 
application of technolo^j in Federal and st^te investment policy j 
in cooperative, interjurisdictional arrangements and in fortns and 
styles of services will come about p^aduallyj but the Commission is 
satisfied thai the library and information communities are, now pre-- 
pared to work together in creating the strongest possible information 
* services for the country. It urges the American people , through Fed- 
eral, state, aifd local govemmentSi and public and private institutions,
